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Miss  Aileen  Aderholdt,  librarian,  (sitting)  and 
Miss  Mabel  Aderholdt,  assistant  librarian,  are 
currently  making  plans  for  a  big  shuffle  to  come 
when  all  books  are  moved  from  the  old  section 
to  the  new  portion  of  the  Carl  A.  Rudisill  Library 
on  campus.  The  move  will  make  possible  the 
complete  refurbishing  of  the  old  library,  which 
blends  with  new  construction.  The  new  portion 
of  the  libary  is  scheduled  to  be  available  for  tours 
on  Alumni  Day  on  May  27. 
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Dr.  Cromer  Resigns  As 
Lenoir  Rhyne  President 

Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  president  of  Le- 
noir Rhyne  College  for  18  years,  submitted 
his  resignation  at  the  semi-annual  meet- 
ing of  the  board  of  trustees  who  met  on 
campus  on  March  14.  The  resignation  be- 
comes effective  Dec.  31. 

The  noted  Lutheran  educator  and  church 
leader  told  the  trustees  he  wants  to  relin- 
quish the  presidency  because  of  his  health. 
The  60-year-old  president  was  hospitalized 
last  year  by  heart  attacks  in  February  and 
December. 

Cromer,  an  alumnus  of  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
assumed  the  presidency  in  July  1949.  His 
administration  has  been  marked  by  rapid 
growth  in  facilities  and  permanent  endow- 
ment. 

Eleven  of  the  college's  19  major  build- 
ings were  constructed  during  his  presidency 
and  another  project,  a  major  expansion  of 
the  library,  is  scheduled  for  completion  in 
the  summer.  One  of  the  buildings,  a  $1.1 
million  college  center,   bears  his  name. 

The  endowment  has  grown  from  $700,000 
to  $1,900,000. 

Throughout  his  administration,  the  col- 
lege has  operated  with  maximum  student 
enrollments.  When  he  assumed  office,  it 
was  750.  In  1955  it  was  increased  to  900, 
and  in  1964  it  was  increased  to  its  present 
level  of  1,200. 

The  administration  has  also  been  marked 
by  a  strengthening  of  the  academic  pro- 
gram, growth  in  administrative  and  teach- 
ing personnel  and  financial  support,  and 
beautification    of   the    60-acre   campus. 

In  his  letter  of  resignation,  Cromer  told 
the  trustees:  "It  has  become  evident  that 
my  health  will  no  longer  allow  me  to  give 
that  full  measure  of  time,  energy  and 
leadership  which  a  vigorous  college  should 
receive  from  its  administrative  head,  and 
which  the  students,  the  faculty  and  staff, 
the  supporters,  and  the  trustees  are  entitled 
to  expect." 

He  continued:  "For  the  privilege  of  ser- 
vice to  the  cause  of  Christian  higher  edu- 
cation in  this  position  since  I  assumed 
office  July  1,  1949,  I  am  humbly  grateful 
to  our  Heavenly  Father.  My  sincere  ap- 
preciation is  extended  to  trustees  and 
faculty,  administrative  officers  and  staff, 
students  and  alumni,  members  of  the  North 
Carolina    Synod    of   the    Lutheran    Church

in  America,  and  countless  other  friends  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  for  their  loyalty,  their  co- 
operation, and  their  support  which  enable 
the  College  to  achieve  higher  levels  of  edu- 
cational service  and  excellence.  I  am  also 
thankful  for  the  personal  consideration 
accorded  me  by  those  with  whom  I  have 
been  associated. 

"After  the  termination  of  my  official 
responsibility,  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  will 
continue  to  have  my  cooperation  and  sup- 
port." 

Cromer,  picked  by  fellow  alumni  as 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  most  distinguished  alumnus 
in  1966,  has  been  associated  with  the  col- 
lege through  most  of  his  adult  life.  He 
entered  the  college's  erstwhile  preparatory 
department  as  a  high  school  student  in 
1920.  He  graduated  with  the  A.B.  degree 
in  1925,  finishing  fourth  in  his  class. 

Eleven  years  later,  in  1936,  he  was 
elected  a  trustee  of  the  institution  by  the 
Lutheran  synod  in  North  Carolina.  The 
synod  continued  to  elect  him  to  three-year 
terms  on  the  board  until  he  became  presi- 
dent 15  years  later. 

During  his  presidency,  Cromer  has  played 
an  active  role  in  regional  and  national  edu- 
cational groups.  He  was  president  of  the 
National  Lutheran  Educational  Conference 
in    1955-56   and  at   the   same  time   headed 
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the  Conference  of  Church-Related  Colleges 
in  the  South.  The  following  year  he  was 
president  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Church-Related  Colleges  and  in  1960-61 
was  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Found- 
ation of  Church-Related  Colleges. 

When  elected  to  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  presi- 
dency in  1949,  Cromer  was  serving  his 
second  year  as  president  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America,  the  synod  which  sponsors  the 
college. 

Earlier  he  served  pastorates  in  four 
Lutheran  churches:  St.  Luke's  Lutheran 
Church,  Summerville,  S.  C,  1929-30;  Em- 
manuel Lutheran  Church,  Lincolnton,  1930- 
36;  St.  James  Lutheran  Church,  Concord, 
1936-41;  and  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church, 
Hickory,  1941-47. 

His  leadership  in  national  Lutheran  ac- 
tivity extends  to  1948  when  he  began  a  12- 
year  term  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Social  Missions  of  the  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  (ULCA).  The  same  year 
he  began  a  six-year  term  as  ULCA  re- 
presentative to  the  inter-Lutheran  National 
Lutheran  Council. 

When  his  membership  in  the  ULCA 
Board  of  Social  Missions  ended  in  1960, 
he  was  elected  to  a  six-year  term  on  the 
Board  of  American  Missions. 

Cromer  also  served  from  1959  to  1962 
as  a  commissioner  from  the  ULCA  to  the 
Joint  Commission  on  Lutheran  Unity,  the 
agency  which  guided  the  ULCA  and  three 
other  national  Lutheran  bodies  into  a  1962 
merger  resulting  in  the  present  Lutheran 
Church  in  America.  At  the  constituting 
convention,  he  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  policy-making  Executive  Council  of 
the  merged  church  and  continues  to  serve 
in  that  position. 

In  addition  to  his  undergraduate  degree 
from  Lenoir  Rhyne,  Cromer  holds  the 
M.A.  from  the  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina (1927),  B.D.  from  Lutheran  Theologi- 
cal Southern  Seminary  (1928),  and  S.T.M. 
from  Hartford  Seminary  Foundation  (1929). 
He  completed  additional  graduate  work  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York 
City  in  1939. 

He  holds  two  honorary  degrees:  D.D. 
from  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  1947,  and  LL.D. 
from  Gettysburg  College  in  1956. 

While  serving  in  the  parish  ministry  in 
Lincolnton,  Cromer  married  Miss  Sara 
Dreher  of  West  Columbia,  S.  C,  in  1932, 
the  same  year  she  graduated  from  Winthrop 
College  at  Rock  Hill,  S.  C. 

The  Cromers  have  two  daughters,  Eliza- 
beth is  married  to  the  Rev.  Robert  W. 
Carswell,  Lutheran  pastor  in  Columbia, 
S.  C,  and  Rebecca  is  a  senior  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne.

The  creation  of  the  new  post  and  the 
appointment  of  Norris  was  approved  by 
the  board  of  trustees  during  their  meeting 
on  campus  on  March  14. 

Norris,  who 
formally  served  as 
director  of  public 
relations  and  alum- 
ni affairs,  assumed 
his  new  position  on 
April   1. 

President  Voigt 
R.  Cromer  stated 
that  the  new  posi- 
tion "will  carry 
responsibility  for 
the  promotion  of 
the  goals  and  ob- 
jectives of  the  col-  NORRIS 
lege  as  they  are  formulated  through  con- 
sultation by  the  faculty,  the  chief  ad- 
ministrative officers  of  the  college,  and 
the  appropriate  board  officers  and  com- 
mittees, under  the  leadership  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees." 

The  development  director,  he  added, 
"shall  devise  and  direct  systematic  plans  for 
disseminating  information  designed  to 
stimulate  the  interest  of  the  constituency 
in  the  college  and  to  cultivate  additional 
friends  and  supporters.  Such  promotion 
shall  include  organized  programs  for  secur- 
ing financial  support  to  provide  the  ma- 
terial resources  necessary  in  the  achieve- 
ment of  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the 
college. 

"This  officer  shall  be  in  charge  of  public 
relations  and  shall  supervise  the  alumni 
office  and  the  news  bureau  to  achieve  an 
effective  correlation  which  will  result  in 
maximum  unity  and  strength  of  the  de- 
velopment program.  He  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  president  of  the  college  and  shall 
be  the  officer  to  provide  staff  service  and 
assistance  to  the  board's  committee  on 
Promotion  and  Development." 

Norris  has  been  associated  with  Lenoir 
Rhyne  since  his  graduation  from  the  col- 
lege in  1952.  He  first  served  in  the  re- 
gistrar's office  and  was  appointed  assistant 
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registrar  in  1955.  In  1962,  he  assumed  his 
present  position. 

He  is  also  editor  of  the  semi-monthly 
publication  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  and 
was  editor  of  the  daily  newspaper  published 
for  the  biennial  conventions  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  in  Pittsburgh  (1964) 
and  in  Kansas  City  (1966).

Baseball  Season  Opens 

Paced  by  experienced  returnees  in  four 
positions  and  promising  newcomers  in  the 
others,  Lenoir  Rhyne  kicked  off  its  '67 
baseball  campaign  with  expectations  of  a 
third  straight  winning  baseball  season. 

The  Bruins  are  bolstered  mainly  by  the 
return  of  three  of  four  of  last  years'  start- 
ing infield. 

At  first  base  is  Carter  Catlett,  a  6-1,  215- 
pounder  from  Hampton,  Va.  David  Matheny 
lends  his  lightning  quickness  and  slickness 
as  a  fielder  to  second  base.  Matheny  is  a 
170-pounder  from  Forest  City.  Sanford's 
R.  D.  Carson,  all-conference  for  two 
straight  years  in  basketball,  promises  to  be 
the  top  shortstop  in  the  league.  Carson  is 
strong  in  all  phases  of  the  game.  Hal  Mau- 
ney  and  Jack  Huss  are  battling  for  third 
base  spots,  but  Huss  is  hampered  by  not 
being  able  to  practice  extensively  until 
spring  football  drills  terminate. 

The  battery  is  reasonably  sound,  with 
.340-plus  hitter  Tom  Bengtson  of  Fayet- 
teville back  for  receiving  duties.  The  Bears' 
mound  corps  was  left  relatively  untouched 
by  graduation,  with  starters  Barry  Gibson 
of  Kings  Mountain,  Ralph  Grubbs  of 
Winston-Salem,  and  Steve  Sisk  of  Hickory 
returning,  along  with  Ken  Morrison  of 
Hickory,  a  veteran  reliefer.  Terry  Scott,  a 
sophomore  from  Graham,  is  the  only  new 
hurler. 
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Sociology  Department 
Completes  Self-Study 

Academic  departments  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
are  currently  undergoing  departmental  self- 
evaluations  and  are  projecting  future  plans 
of  the  departments. 

Part  of  the  self-study  includes  a  deter- 
mination of  the  status  of  recent  graduates. 

Dr.  Wade  F.  Hook,  sociology  depart- 
ment head,  has  completed  the  phase  of  his 
department  study  which  shows  the  cor- 
relation of  graduates  to  those  students  en- 
tering graduate  schools  and  which  provides 
information  on  the  current  status  of  recent 
graduates. 

Hook's  report  shows  that  117  sociology 
majors  graduated  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  dur- 
ing the  years  1960-66.  Of  this  group,  61 
(52.1%)  are  men  and  56  (47.9%)  are 
women. 

Ten  of  the  graduates  (8.5%)  have  earned 
the  M.A.  degree  or  the  M.S.W.  degree. 
Seven  of  these  had  graduate  fellowships 
or  assistantship  grants  at  the  time  graduate 
study  was  begun.  Six  of  the  graduates 
(5.1%)  currently  have  degree  programs  in 
progress  and  all  have  fellowships  and  as- 
sistantship grants.  Three  other  graduates 
(2.56%)  have  completed  one  year  of  gradu- 
ate social  work  education. 

Institutions  where  Lenoir  Rhyne  gradu- 
ates have  pursued  graduate  study  are:  the 
Universities  of  North  Carolina,  Kentucky, 


and  Tennessee,  Duke  University,  Florida 
State  University,  Richmond  Professional 
Institute,  and  Temple  University. 

Thirty-three  graduates  (28.2%)  have 
completed  seminary  training  or  are  cur- 
rently enrolled  in  theological  schools. 
Twenty-seven  (23.08%)  are  currently  em- 
ployed as  social  workers — 21  in  county 
departments  of  public  welfare;  one  in  a 
state  institution  for  the  mentally  retarded; 
one  by  the  American  Red  Cross;  two  in 
Mental  Health  Clinics;  and  two  as  school 
social  workers.  These  social  workers  are 
employed  in  nine  states:  Indiana,  Florida, 
South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Georgia, 
Tennessee,  Virginia,  New  Jersey,  and 
Hawaii. 

Four  graduates  (3.42%)  are  teaching 
sociology  at  the  college  level  at  Newberry 
College,  Newberry,  S.  C;  Pfeiffer  College, 
Misenheimer;  Moravian  College,  Bethle- 
hem, Pa.;  and  Chapman  College,  Orange, 
Calif.
